Perhaps one of the first experiments in the "planned community" began in 1870, when Daniel Knight 
Warren purchased and spent the next few years improving and 
platting the land. In 1896, Warren offered cash rebates of various sums to anybody building a residence 
on lots in the area. He also imported saplings to border the planned streets and tried, unsuccessfully. to 
secure the rights for dredging a channel deep enough to accommodate maritime trade in the Skipanon. 
By 1899, the town of Warrenton had been incorporated. 

The community of Lexington, which was laid out in 1848, was the forerunner of Warrenton and was the 
first county seat of Clatsop County. Lexington was a post office in the early history of Oregon. The site 
of Lexington was near the south limits of Warrenton and about where Skipanon Station was situated. 
The name Lexington fell into disuse and for many years the territory where Warrenton is now was 
known as Skipanon. Small boats went up Skipanon River to the place know known as Skipanon, or 
Upper Landing, and there unloaded passengers and goods for Clatsop Plains. Warrenton near the mouth 
of the river was platted by its proprietor in 1889 and the development of the community immediately 
began around Warrenton, with the result that Skipanon ceased to be of equal importance. Most of 
Skipanon is now within the city limits of Warrenton, although it is about a mile away from the business 
part of Warrenton. 

As the new century began, both Warrenton and Astoria urbanized. \Railréad:travel to and from Portland 
began in) 1898, and by 1922 the automobile began to replace a local streetcar system that had operated in 
Astoria since 1905. With increased transportation options came an influx of tourists. Weekenders took 
the train to Astoria and on into Seaside, necessitating development of lodging and entertainment in the 
area. The tourist industry continues to thrive. 

Once an isolated outpost of trade, the area became more cosmopolitan as this century progressed. Both 
world wars had effects upon growth. As a strategic point, the mouth of the Columbia became a hub of 
activity, both at the Tongue Point naval base in Astoria and at Fort Stevens artillery base in Warrenton. 
Logging and fishing continue to support part of the population, while the influx of visitors is a driving 
force behind the cultural, political and financial life of the community.

Flood control 

Some remain skeptical about the dam’s ability 
to control flooding. They’re waiting for the heavy 
rains of winter to come before passing judgment. 

Sandi Pedersen, who lives on an acre of land at 
the south end of Dolphin Road that her father pur- 
chased in 1955, said flooding at her property has 
been so bad that she carries a pair of hip waders in 
her car, November floods in 1998 required her to 
par'x a quarter mile away from her home. 

“] have to reserve my opinion on the Eighth 
Street Dam until after the winter,” said Pedersen, 
anonemergency driver for Medix Ambulance Ser- 
vice. “I’ll either have a positive or negative opin- 
ion depending on how many times I have to wade 
out of here to go to work.” 

She said she’s concerned about who will be 
responsible for operating the tide gates in a flood. 

Scheller said members of the Skipanon Water 
Control District board of directors share that respon- 
sibility, and the board is developing an agreement 
with the city of Warrenton, which has a full-time 
public utility department to operate the dam. 

Pedersen said that she felt her voice went 
unheard at early public meetings about the project, 
but that Scheller eventually became more con- 
cerned about her complaints. 

For his efforts on the project, Scheller was pre- 
sented a Governor’s Spirit of the Oregon Plan 
award last week. The award recognizes citizen 
watershed restoration efforts. Scheller said he 
would rather not be the center of attention, pre- 
ferring to spread recognition for the success among 
all involved. 

“The best thing about this to me,” he said, “is 
it’s been a really community-based restoration 
effort. I think everyone else ... deserves to share 
in that honor.” 


Looking ahead 

With the Eighth Street Dam completed, Scheller 
and the watershed council are turning their atten- 
tion to a similar project on Skipanon Slough at 
Galena Road. 

A dam there divides the mile-long slough, 
blocking tidal action and fish passage. 

The city of Warrenton wrote a letter endorsing 
a project to update the dam, Scheller said, and the 
watershed council is gathering cost estimates. The 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers estimated the Gale- 
na Road project would cost more than $1 million, 


far more than the Eighth Street Dam. 

Scheller said he hopes it can be done for less 
than half of that.

The islands in Skipanon Creek are being claimed by Clatsop County, 
the City of Warrenton, and Herb G. Palmberg. The following is the 
recorded history found in Clatsop County records which may or may not be 
a complete record to determine the true ownership. It was not done to 
satisfy any one party but to try to shed some light on the problem. 

The problem involving the islands in Skipanon Creek begins with 
the indenture made the 22nd day of February, 1864, between Jeremiah G. 
Tuller and Miriam A. Tuller, his wife, and Jesse M. Stilson. This 
indenture recorded in Book "C" page 588, Clatsop County record of deeds, 
describes the north-half of land Claim No. 45 in Township 8 North, 

Range 10 West containing five hundred ninety-three 48/100 acres of land. 

This in itself was an error that was settled by the Circuit Court 
of the State of Oregon, Clatsop County, on the 15th day of tunes 1891. 
In the record of the deed in Book "C" on page 588 county records of 
Clatsop County, Oregon, a clerical error occurred by which the said 
land is described as being in Claim No. 45 when as a matter of fact the 
land is designated by the United States Survey and Patent as Claim No. 43. 

Under the provisions of the Act of Congress, approved the 27th 
day of September 1850 entitled "An act to create the office of Surveyor 
General of the Public Lands in Oregon and to provide for the survey 
and to make donations to settlers of Public Lands," the claim of 
Jeremiah G. Tuller and his wife Mirian A. Tuller of Clatsop County, 
Notification No. 7829, was established to a donation of one section or 
six hundred and forty acres of land. The donation was surveyed and 
designated as Claim No. 43, being parts of Sections, 21, 22, and 28 in 
Township 8 North, Range 10 West, according to the official plat of survey 


returned to the General Land Office by the Surveyor General. 
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The United States did give and grant unto Jeremiah G. Tuller and his 
heirs, the south-half, and unto his wife Miriam A. Tuller and her heirs, 
the north-half of the Donation Land Claim No. 43. 

This claim was made patent by President Andrew Johnson on the 29th 
day of December, 1866. ‘This patent is recorded in Book "F" on page 450, 
Clatsop County record of deeds, and recorded in Volume "E" on page 217 
in the General Land Office, recorded September 6, 1878. 

At this pont the subject islands have not been created and are 
part of a peninsula in the north-half of the Tuller Donation Land Claim 
No. 43. The peninsula is a portion of Sections 21 and 22 Township 8 
North, Range 10 West. 

On the 24th day of July, 1878, Jesse Stilson and her husband, 
Frelinghuyson Stilson sold the north-half of the Donation Land Claim 
of Jeremiah G. Tuller and Miriam re Tuller being Claim No. 43, to D. K. 
Warren and C. A. McGuire of Clatsop County, except so much as was 


conveyed by Jeremiah G. Tuller and Miriam A. Tuller to J. B. Hunt by 


‘deed dated November 4th, 1876, which deed is recorded in Book "E" on 


pages 722, 723, and 724, Clatsop County record of deeds. This describes 
a tract in the westerly portion of the Jeremiah G. Tuller Donation Land 
Claim, and is not included with the subject property. 

Recorded in Book "G" on page 8, Clatsop County record of deeds is 
an indenture made on the 28th day of February, 1880. C. A. McGuire and 
Jane McGuire, his wife, sold the undivided one-half of the north-half 
of the Donation Land Claim of Jeremiah G. Tuller and Miriam A. Tuller, 
being Claim No. 43, and other tracts not included with the subject 
property to D. K. Warren, except the tract conveyed by Warren and 
McGuire to John Matier on the lst day of November 1878, and the tract 
conveyed by Jesse Stilson and her husband to J. B. Hunt on the 4th day 


of November, 1876. 
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Recorded in Book 13 on page 149, Clatsop County record of deeds, 
witnessed on the 6th day of February 1889, D. K. Warren and Sarah E. 
Warren, his wife, sold to the Astoria and South Coast Railway Company 
a strip of land sixty feet in width to be used for the purpose of 
operating a railroad. The strip is described as being so much of the 
land owned by D. K. and Sarah E. Warren in the Donation Land Claim of 
L. G. Tuller and George W. Coffenbury. The center of said strip being 
along the route of the Astoria and South Coast Ral leay's proposed road 
as surveyed and staked across the land. 

Recorded in Plat Book 1 on pages 3 and 4, Clatsop County record 
of plats, is the Town cf Warrenton and the map of Warrenton Addition to 
Astoria as laid out by D. K. Warren. This plat was witnessed on the 
20th day of November 1889, and recorded with the Clatsop County Clerk 
on the 21st day of November 1889. This plat shows Block 5 as being a 
portion of the peninsula that is in question. 

Filed in the office of the Clatsop County Clerk in Judgment Roll 
No. 2203 recorded on the 15th day of June 1891, in the Circuit Court 
of the State of Oregon, for Clatsop County, is the case of D. K. Warren 
and C. A. McGuire, Plaintiffs, vs. Jeremiah G. Tuller and Miriam A. 
Tuller, Defendants. D. K. Warren and C. A. McGuire allege that they 
and their grantees are owners and in possession of the land described 
as all of the north-half of the Donation Land Claim of Jeremiah G. 
Tuller and Miriam A. Tuller, his wife, being Claim No. 43, except 
so much as was conveyed to J. B. Hunt by deed dated November 4, 1826. 
This deed is recorded in Clatsop County record of deeds, Book "E" 


on pages 722, 723, and 724. 
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On or about the 22nd day of February 1864, Miriam A.. Tuller, being 
the owner of said land in her own right, did jointly with Jeremiah G. 
Tuller, who is her husband, sell the said land to Jesse M. Stilson and 
delivered to her a deed. The deed was recorded on the 6th day of July, 

Caled in Book "C" on page 588, Clatsop County record of deeds. 

j D. K. Warren and C. A. McGuire have succeeded to the interests of 
Jesse M. Stilson, therefore they claim with Jesse M. Stilson to have 
been in possession of the land ever since February 22, 1864. The 
original deed from Jeremiah G. Tuller and Miriam A. Tuller, his wife, 
has been lost and cannot be found. In the record of said deed in the 
Clatsop County record of deeds, Book "C" on page 588, a clerical error 
occurred. The land is designated as being in Claim No. 45, when as a 
matter of fact the land is designated by the United States Surveys and 
Patents as Claim No. 43.

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Recorded in Book 53 on page 148, Clatsop County record of deeds 
is a warranty deed made on the 30th day of August 1903. D. K. Warren 
conveyed to Sarah E. Warren a tract of land in the north-half on the 
Je Ge Tuller Donation Land Claim. The tract is described as lying 
between the Skipanon creek and the Town of Warrenton, and extending 
from the south side of the right of way of the Astoria and Columbia 
River Railway Company, up Skipanon creek to the north line of 
Matier's Addition to Warrenton, excepting the frontage upon Skipanon 
Greek of Lot 6 Block 20. This includes the peninsula that is in 
question. 

Recorded in Book 55 on page 185, Clatsop County record of deeds 
is a deed made on the 14th day of August 1904. The State of Oregon, 
State Land Board, did convey to Sarah &. Warren a strip of land 
between the high and low water line of the left bank of Skipanon 
creek, bounded on_the north by the south right of way of the Astoria 
and Columbia River Railway, bounded on the south by the south line 
of the Town of Warrenton extended east. This strip appears to follow 
the line of the peninsula in question. 

The Clatsop County Sheriff's Assessment Roll Land Book for 
the year of 1922, Book 1 page 186, Line 10, indicates that 1921 
was the last year the taxes were paid on the tidelands and 
frontage to Warrenton. It also notes that the sheriff sold the 
property to Clatsop County April 18, 1932. 

Recorded in Book 132, on page 65, Clatsop County record of 


deeds, date June 24, 1932, Harley J. Slusher, Sheriff, conveyed to 
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Clatsop County, a political subdivision of the State of Oregon, the tide- 
land fronting Warrenton, in Section 21, Township 6 North, Range 10 West, 
Willamette Meridian, except tracts recorded in Books 85, page 488 and Book 
98, page 605 Clatsop County record of deeds. These have no bearing on the 
subject property. 

The Assessor's Assessment Roll for the year of 1921 indicates that 
Sarah E. Warren had property described as tideland frontage to Warrenton 
in Section 21, Township 8 North, Range 10 West. The Assessor's plat 
map of Township 8 North, page 26, shows the peninsula in its entirety 
in Section 21, Township 8 North. These errors evidently caused the 
Sheriff to pick up Sarah E. Warren's frontage as Section 21 with no 
mention of Section 22 or Donation Land Claim No. 43.

Why won’t the city take action on Eighth Street structure? 


Warrenton City Commission 
has been taking actions that 
would potentially allow the 
removal of the Eighth Street 
flood control structure since 
April 2014. The city has been 
working with public organi- 
zations using Bonneville Pow- 
er Administration incentive 
money to finance full removal 
of the structure. 

In the last quarter of 2015, 
the tide gates were removed, 
allowing the tide to surge in 
and out unrestricted. 

Both organizations seeking 
removal of the structure pub- 
licly assured the citizens of 
Warrenton there would be no 
serious risk of flooding south 
of the structure. 

In December 2015, there 
was an unprecedented flood- 
ing event south of the Eighth 
Street structure that caused 
significant property damage 
to one residence, and the flood 
water came within 12 inches of 
water height of causing sub- 
stantial major damage to many 
residences along the river in- 
side Warrenton’s city limits. 

Another Warrenton property 
owner substantially damaged 
their vehicle after being forced 
to drive through the approx- 
imately 30-inch flood water 
trying to get home. 

It’s extremely concerning to 
think ambulance or emergency 
service vehicles may be unable 
to reach some of our citizens 
because of future flooding. 

From 1963, when the struc- 
ture was built with tide gates 
installed, until December 


2015, there had never been a 
flooding event of this magni- 
tude. Additionally, weather 
all over the world is becoming 
more extreme and there is no 
certainty more extreme events 
won't happen in the future. 

City of Warrenton commis- 
sioners decided to hire a Port- 
land legal firm to conduct an 
investigation of these events 
because the Skipanon Water 
Control District did not pro- 
vide a full and accurate de- 
scription of the consequences 
when it applied to remove the 
structure. 

The investigation cost the 
city $120,000 and the results 
were presented at a public 
commission meeting in Sep- 
tember 2016. 

In March this year, I was giv- 
en access to the documents 
from the investigation and I 
found conduct by elected offi- 
cials that was at the very least 
unethical, and sometimes to- 
tally illegal, in my opinion. 

I am not a trained lawyer or 
investigator. Therefore, at a 
public meeting, I requested 
Warrenton city commissioners 
release to the public informa- 
tion they had in their posses- 
sion. Commissioners informed 
me they would not do that at 
that time. 

At a Monday mayor's cof- 
fee meeting, a typed list of 
the authorities responsible 
for enforcing regulations and 
laws for the state and federal 
government was given to the 
Warrenton city manager and 
mayor so that these legal en- 
forcement organizations could 
investigate the situation offi- 
cially. City leaders ultimately 
decided they did not want to 
forward the information at 
that time. 

The city wanted time to work 
with the Corp of Engineers and 
obtain their official position on 
the problem. They also wanted 
time to meet with directors of 
the Skipanon Water Control 


District in a mediation effort CP, 
(/-3-2017 


to resolve ongoing problems. 


I have waited six months for 
Warrenton city commissioners 
to act. Instead, they've decid- 
ed to study the potential for 
future flooding before further 
action is taken. 

During the meeting with the 
water district, I saw what I 
feel is the intransigence of its 
board of directors in their dis- 
regard for future flooding po- 
tential. ' 

I have decided to send all in-| 
formation I have in my posses-. 
sion to 19 government organi- 
zations charged with enforcing 
the law or politically in charge 
of the organizations tasked 
with carrying out the law. 

I sent each of these entities 
a package stating the facts as I 
understand them and 12 pho-| 
tos of flooding that occurred in 
December 2015 so these inves- 
tigators could judge for them- 
selves how much _ potential 
flood damage could happen in 
the future if the tide gates are| 
not replaced. 

I also sent the full summary| 
of the legal investigation done 
for the city of Warrenton so 
these organizations wouldn’t 
need to start from scratch to 
look into the possibility laws 
had been broken. 

These packages are now in 
the possession of state and 
federal organizations charged 
with enforcing the laws. I await 
official response from these or- 
ganizations as to what action 
they plan to take to deal with 
the issue. 

In closing, I’m disappointed 
I’ve personally had to take this 
action as I have been unable 
to motivate the full City Com- 
mission to take action before 
winter arrives and a potential 
adverse weather event occurs 
that exceeds all historical ex- 
perience. 

To protect its citizens, I hope 
the Warrenton City Commis- 
sion will take some type of ac- 
tion to effectively deal with this 
issue in the foreseeable future.

Leaders of a revolutionary project in oceanography have 
spent the past year drafting designs for an ocean observatory 
off the Pacific Northwest coast. Now, the team of experts at 
the University of Washington has preliminary approval to 
build their elaborate underwater research lab, part of which 
will use power and bandwidth from Warrenton to study the 
Cascadia Subduction Zone. 

Program Director John Delaney, an oceanography profes- 
sor at UW, toured the Oregon Coast this week with assistant 
director Michael Kelly and project manager Pete Barletto to 
discuss their vision with community members. 

The project would install powerful fiberoptic cables on the 
seafloor, allowing scientists to deploy robots, cameras and 
sensors to study underwater biology, chemistry and geology 
in greater detail then before. 


While there’s little evidence today, salmon once 
ran so thick down the Skipanon you could cross the 
river walking on their backs, Old-timers say the fish 
were so fat and juicy, they could satisfy a farmer’s 
livestock.

FORTUNA, Calif. (UPI) —
